He Earns His Money— 

Chief G-man Edgar J. Hoover, | 
after an elaborate study of condi- ; 
tions in 2000 American cities, re- 
cently reported a conclusion on 
why crime is more prevalent in 
some cities than in others. Prob- 
ably little Rollo, aged four, would 
have given the same answer, as 
would any of the rest of us. But 
these G-men can’t afford to guess. 
They have to know. The conclus- 
ion: cities with most crime are 
those cities with the smallest 
number of policemen per capita, 
and vice versa. Cities in the top 
fourth, averaging 2.3 policemen per 
1000 inhabitants, had an average | 
of 50.9 robberies in the first half of | 
1936. Cities in the bottom fourth, 
having an average of 9 policemen 
per 1000; averaged 93.2 similar of- 
fences. So after all, policemen do |

No. 9 Should Be Wereated— | 

There is justly much discontent | 
over the liquor control situation in 
California, and the people must and | 
will find a remedy. 3ut in the | 
name of temperence and common 
sense, let us realize that proposition 
9 on the ballot, pretending to be 
“local option,” is no solution. 

It could result only in local chaos, 
since it does not provide that a | 
majority of the people may vote , 
a city or county dry. Merely a ma- | 
jority of city councils or boards of 
supervisors could do so. | 

Prohibition would be the chief | 
issue, and a bitter issue, in every | 
local election. Professional “wets” | 
versus professional “drys,’’ each 
fighting to get their men in office. 
All other matters, including ability | 
of candidates, would be submerged. | 

The avowed “long run” objective | 
is a return to enforced prohibition, 
gradually through localities, then 
states, then the nation. National 
“bone dry” forces have announced

In the challenge of the constitutionality of the referen- 
dum a provision in the state constitution was cited which 
says that the ‘‘legislature may not pass any law relating 
to the property, affairs and government of a city which 
is special or local, either in terms or effect, except on an 
emergency message from the governor and the concur- 
rent action of two-thirds of the members of each house of 
the legislature.” 

Governor Lehman did not submit the proposal to the 
legislature in an “emergency message,”’ and the anti-labor 
group which was opposed to the referendum challenged 
its constitutionality on this technicality. 

The lower court held that the working hours of fire- 
men would be reduced under the three-platoon system to 
a point more conducive to their physical and mental re- 
sources, that their efhciency and health would be im- 
proved, and that thereby the welfare of New York City 
fould be sub-served under these benefits. The court there- 
fore concluded that the subject of the statute was a matter 
of state concern, and not merely of municipal concern. 

The court of appeals, in an opinion written by Judge 
Crough, overruled the lower court and held that inasmuch 
as Governor Lehman did not submit the proposal to the 
legislature in an emergency message the law providing for

Six thousand men who went on 
trike in Manha tan and 1,600 who 
struck in the Bro were affected 
by the agreement, both sides to the 
controversy having already agreed 
fo accept the arbitration award as 
inal 

An eight-hour day and a wage 
cale of $80 to $25 a week were in- 
cluded in the oricinal demand of 
the union. Mr. Golden said his in- 
vestigation showed hat the indus- 
try could not grant an eight-how 
day, and although the union’s 
wage rate demands were reason- 
able the scale could only’ be 
reached gradually 

He fixed a weekly minimum 
wace rate of $23 for washers, 
which "gave an $8 raise to some 
men paid as low as $15. For men 
other than washers the scale nro 
vided a $21 minimum, with $5.00 
raises for those receiving $20 00 


and under. The increases were ret- 


roactive to September 22 in Man- 
ha‘tan and September 25 in the 
Bronx. 

The award also provided for a 
closed shop and for no strikes and 
lockouts during the life of the con- 
tracts based on the award, for no 
discharges without cause, and for 


possible further wi increases 


next March. No change was made 
in the present six-day week of 
nine-hour days.
